ls Meekness Weakness? 


Meekness is not a worldly but an 
other-worldly virtue. Men and women 
whose affections are set on the things 
of this earth look upon it with contempt. 
The word “meek” is defined as meaning 
“1. Mild of temper; patient under in- 
juries; long-suffering. 2. In an unfavor- 
able sense, spiritless. 3. Obs. gentle; 
kind” (Webster). Thus its primary 


meaning is good, but thoughtless usage 
has given it an unpleasant sense. As the 
citizenship is 


Christian’s in Heaven 


(Phil, 3:20), he will want to know what 
the Handbook of Heaven has to say 
about meekness and how it looks in 
God’s sight. The Lord Jesus promised 
rest to those who would come to Him, 
take His yoke upon them, and learn of 
Him, “for,” He said, “I am meek and 
lowly in heart: and ye shall find rest 
unto your souls” (Matt. 11:28, 29). This 
rest comes from ceasing to strive for 
place, position, and our own rights, and 
from learning by experience “what is 
that good,-and acceptable, and perfect, 
will of God” (Rom, 12:2). Peter tells 
us that “a meek and quiet spirit... 
is in the sight of God of great price” (1 
Pet. 3:4). Paul appealed to the Cor- 
inthians “by the meekness and gentle- 
ness of Christ” (2 Cor. 10:1). It is part 
of the ninefold fruit of the Spirit (Gal. 5: 
22, 23). It is a characteristic of a thor- 
oughly consistent Christian life, for Paul 
besought the Ephesians to “walk worthy 
of the vocation wherewith ye are called, 
with all lowliness and meekness, with 
longsuffering, forbearing one another in 
love” (Eph. 4:1, 2). We are to “receive 
with meekness the engrafted word, 
which is able to save your souls” (Jas, 
1:21) —even when, like a _ surgeon’s 
scalpel, it performs the painful operation 
of “dividing asunder of soul and spirit, 


and of the joints and marrow,” and 
probes deep into “the thoughts and in- 
tents of the heart” (Heb, 4:12). So the 
Scriptural picture of meekness is quite 
different from the general worldly con- 
ception, It can have no element of weak- 
ness in it, but is‘:rather a sign of super- 
natural strength. It implies a. cheerful 
acceptance of God’s will as being the 
very best thing for us and this attitude 
at once solves many of life’s problems. 
It relieves the strain of trying to pro- 
tect our own rights, for we have the 
example of Christ Himself “who, when 
he was reviled, reviled not again; when 
he suffered, he threatened not; but com- 
mitted himself to him that judgeth 
righteously” (1 Pet, 2:23). The silence 
that meekness brings is often mistaken 
for cowardice. But the bravest men are 
not those who bluster most and talk the 
loudest, but those who control their own 
spirits and face opposition and danger 
calmly and with presence of mind. The 
fear of God, which is the beginning of 
wisdom, greatly reduces the fear of man, 
which “bringeth a snare.” The yoke of 
pride soon becomes heavy and galling; 
but when we learn of Him who is “meek 
and lowly in heart,” then we find how 
true are His words, “for my yoke is easy, 
and my burden is light.” 


“Never Man Spake Like This Man” 


NLY one Man ever consistently 

spoke the truth, the whole truth, 

and nothing but the truth. What- 
ever the circumstances, His words were 
fitted exactly to the need of the occa- 
sion. Though He used figures of speech, 
He never exaggerated. Though He was 
tactful, He never flattered. His speech 
always showed the precise balance be- 
tween rashness and timidity. He was 
thronged by crowds, and on certain days 
He had no time to Himself, but He never

spoke impatiently. Before the threats 
of His enemies, He never said too much 
or too little. His heart was more tender 
and sensitive than any human heart has 
ever been, yet He did not withhold need- 
ful truth from His family and friends. 
His words were “pure words: as silver 
tried in a furnace of earth, purified 
seven times” (Psa, 12:6). They were 
“spoken in due season” (Prov. 15:23). 
They were “fitly spoken . . . like apples 
of gold in pictures of silver” (Prov, 25: 
11). He knew “how to speak a word 
in season to him that is weary” 
(Isa. 50:4). 

His words were so penetrating and 
disturbing to the religionists of His day 
that “the Pharisees and the chief priests 
sent officers to take him.” But these 
hardened officers, not used to heeding 
the pleas of their victims, came back 
without Him, baffled by His words, and

saying, “Never man spake like this man” 
(John 7:32, 46). : 

His words were gracious. Early in His 
public career He entered the synagogue 
in His home town on the Sabbath and 
read from the Book of Isaiah. Never 
before had the people heard the Scrip- 
ture read as He read it, and the effect 
must have been startling when He ap- 
plied the prophecy to Himself. . Then it 
was that “all bare him witness, and won- 
dered at the gracious words which pro- 
ceeded out of his mouth” (Luke 4:22). 

His words were severe, Eight times in 
the same discourse He pronounced woe 
on the scribes and Pharisees (Matt. 23). 


He called them “hypocrites .. . blind 
guides ... fools . . . like unto whited 
sepulchres . . . serpents .. . generation 


of vipers.” Think how their anger and 
hate must have risen as He plumbed the 
depths of their wicked hearts! Doubt- 
less they would gladly have killed Him 
on the spot if they had dared, but He 
spoke with an awesome autharity that 
tied their hands and their hour had not 
yet come. 

His words were terrible. People who 
say that the Sermon on the Mount and 
the Golden Rule are good enough for 
them, and who overemphasize God’s love 
to the exclusion of His justice, forget 
that He uttered the most awful words 
about hell. It was He who said that it 
is better to lose a hand, a foot, or an 
eye than “to be cast into hell fire: where 
their worm dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched” (Mark 9: 42-48). 

His words were kind. To the woman 
taken in adultery, after confounding her 
accusers, He said: “Woman, where are 
those thine accusers? hath no man con- 
demned thee?” and when none could be 
found, He said, “Neither do I condemn 
thee: go, and sin no more” (John 8:11). 
In the face of the disciples’ rebuke, He 
said, “Suffer little children; and forbid 
them not, to come unto me: for of such 
is the kingdom of heaven” (Matt. 19:14). 

His words were true. With perfect 
right He declared, “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me” (John 14:6). 
Twenty-five times in the Gospel of John 
He used the double expression, “Verily, 
verily” (as in 3:5), denoting an emphasis 
on the truth. “Grace.and truth” came 
by Him and He was “full of grace and 
truth” (John 1:17, 14). 

His words were living. They produce 
life in those who heard and believed 
them. “The words that I speak unto 
you, they are spirit, and they are life” 
(John 6:63). 

His words were wise. When the Phari- 
sees tried to catch Him by a question 
intended to put Him in a dilemma, He 
quickly cut His way out, saying: “Ren- 
der therefore unto Cesar the things 
which are Cesar’s; and unto God the 
things that are God’s” (Matt. 22:21). 
When those who had tried to confuse 
Him “heard these words, they marvelled, 
ahd left him, and went their way” (v. 
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22). On other occasions He confounded 
men by His questions, as when He asked, 
“The baptism of John, was it from 
heaven or of men?” (Mark 11:30.) After 
struggling with this question and seeing 
that they were trapped, they replied, 
“We cannot tell.” Because of their in- 
sincerity and unbelief,-He said to them, 
“Neither do I tell you by what authority 
I do these things.” When He had given 
His wonderful answer to the scribe who 
wanted to know “which is the first com- 
mandment,” “no man after that durst ask 
him any question” (Mark 12:34). 

His words were pleasing to God. 
Without fear of contradiction, He said, 
“I do always those things that please 
him” (John 8:29). Not only was no 
one found to refute this astounding 
claim, but “as he spake these words, 
many believed on him” (v. 30). 

His words were just. Here is His ex- 
planation of why this was so: “I can 
of mine own self do nothing: as I hear, 
I judge: and my judgment is just; be- 
cause I seek not mine own will, but the 
will of the Father which hath sent me” 
(John 5:30). 

His words were guileless. Pointing to 
Him as-our example, the Apostle Peter, 
who knew Him intimately and wrote by 
inspiration, said: “Who did no sin,

Satan's Great Pains 


I was warned years since by my 
class leader that Satan is a great and 
powerful personali.y, and that mortals 
should be very careful to address him 
only in and through the name of our 
Lord Jesus. However, I notice more 
or less frequently that writers suggest 
that we use the rebuke which Jesus 
used when He said to Peter, “Get thee 
behind me, Satan” (Matt. 16:23). My 
teacher referred me to Jude 9, where 
even Michael the archangel “durst_ not 
bring against him a railing accusation, 
but said, The Lord rebuke thee.” I 
am also reminded of how Jesus warned 
Peter that Satan desired to have him, 
that he might sift him as wheat (Luke 
22:31), and how Jesus told Peter that 
He had prayed for‘ him. And did 
Satan sift Peter? But Jesus never lost 
sight of Peter, and what a reconcilia- 
tion and forgiveness there must have 
been when Jesus found Peter after the 
resurrection! Paul makes it appear in 
1 Corinthians 15:5 as though Peter was 
the first consideration of Jesus, to find 
and forgive. Peter went out and wept 
bitterly; Judas went out and hanged 
himself; and how this ties in with 
what Jesus says to the Father in John 
17:12, “Those that thou gavest me I 
have kept, and none of them is lost, 
but the son of perdition.” 

Therefore, while we are told to “re- 
sist the devil” (Jas. 4:7), I take it that 
we are not to presume to do so in and 
of ourselves, but only in the name of 
Jesus (1 Pet, 5:6-8). Shall foolish 
ones rush in, where angels fear to 
tread?—A California reader. 


It was a faithful Bible class leader who 
warned this correspondent against mak- 
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ing light of Satan’s power. Undoubtedly 
one of the Devil’s great deceptions has 
been to persuade men that he is only 
a mythical character, to be joked about, 
and whose name, along with “hell,” is 
useful in expletives and cursing. His 
power is greater than most men realize. 


Twice in the Book of Job he had ac. 

cess to the presence of God. “Now there 
was a day when the sons of God came 
to present themselves before the Lord, 
and Satan came also among them” (Job 
1:6; also 2:1). 
. One man possessed with an evil spirit 
was more than a match for seven others. 
“Seven sons of one Seeva, a Jew, and 
chief of the priests,” invaded his terri- 
tory in their own strength without be. 
ing in the right relationship to God. 
“And the evil spirit answered and said, 
Jesus I know, and Paul I know; but who 
are ye? And the man in whom the evil 
spirit was leaped on them, and overcame 
them, and prevailed against them, so 
that they fled out of that house naked 
and wounded” (Acts 19:15, 16). 


When the Lord Jesus met him in per. 
sonal combat in the desert, undergoing 
three representative temptations, He 
used the sword of the Spirit, quoting an 
appropriate passage of Scripture to meet 
each temptation (Matt, 4:1-11). 

_G. H. Pember, in “Earth’s Earliest 
Ages,” writes: “And hence we read of 
thrones, dominions, principalities, pow- 
ers, archangels, and angels. Nor can we 
know much of Scripture without discov- 
ering that vast numbers of these invis- 
ible beings, who supervise the affairs 
of men and their world, are in open re- 
bellion against the Almighty; that there 
are principalities,. powers, and _ world- 
rulers, of darkness, with whom, as Paul 
tells us, we have to wage a fearful war- 
fare. These all render account to Satan, 
their prince, who, in his reports to the 
Most High, makes use of their intelli- 
gence to accuse ourselves and our breth- 
ren before God day and night.” 

Satan is a powerful, intelligent, malig- 
nant being, quite familiar with all the 
ins and outs of human nature, and able 
to tempt the saints on their weakest 
points. But he is not omnipotent, or 
omnipresent, or omniscient, and for 
every Christian he is a defeated foe. 


The Lord Jesus Christ overcame Satan 
by His death and resurrection and is 
able to keep every one who trusts in 
Him. James’ word is, “Submit your- 
selves therefore to God. Resist the devil, 
and he will flee from you” (4:7). Clad 
in the six-piece armor of God, ‘and 
“praying always with all prayer and sup- 
plication in ‘the Spirit” (Eph. 6: 13-18), 
we can resist him and overcome him in 
the many temptations of life. We should 
remember that he is a powerful, alert 
foe, but on the other hand we should 
not go about constantly fearing him and 
thinking of him. Let us rather be “look- 
ing unto Jesus the author and finisher of 
our faith” (Heb. 12:2). 
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Why Millions Do Not Call the Pope “Holy Father” 


Reviewing the blasphemous titles that Roman Catholic 
Popes have taken for themselves 


é“ O MAKE America Catholic” is 
the acknowledged program and 


purpose of the Roman Church, 


" as expressed by her spokesman, the Most 
* Rev. John Ireland, Archbishop of ,St. 


Paul, in his work entitled “The Church 
and Modern Society.” 

In harmony with this specific aim, the 
Knights of Columbus, 700,000 strong (ac- 
cording to their own figures), have set 
themselves to deluge the Western Hemi- 
sphere with advertising in a number of 
the leading magazines. While these adver- 
tisements sadly and deliberately misrep- 
resent the case, the general public are 
not to know this; consequently, it seems 
necessary for Protestants to make reply. 
The fact that these advertisements cost 
around $500 each for a single issue is 
indicative of the determination of the 
Roman Church to present her claims to 
the people. 

We shall give some consideration to 
the advertisement of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus appearing in Maclean’s Maga- 
zine, March 1, 1949, with a picture of the 
Pope, and the caption, “Why “Millions 
Call Him ‘Holy Father.’” In this com- 
paratively brief statement, ‘we shall tell 
why millions do NOT call the Pope 
“Holy Father.” 


A Few Blasphemous Titles 


The Roman priest, the Rev. J. Balmes, 
in his book, “European Civilization,” pre- 
sents the titles of the Pope as given by 
St. Francis de Sales. It will come as a 
shock to many sincere Christians to 
know of such blasphemous titles being 
given to a‘man. The reader is. urged 
to ponder the implications of the fol- 
lowing titles from the list: “Most Holy 
Bishop of the Catholic Church”; “Most 
Blessed Lord”; “Chief of the Church in 
the World”; “Vicar of Jesus Christ”; 
“The Sovereign Pontiff”; “Abraham ‘by 
the Patriarchate”; ‘“Melchisedech by 
ordination”; “Moses by authority”; “Sam- 
uel by jurisdiction”; “Peter by power”; 
“Christ by unction.” “The Supreme See 
which cannot be judged by any other” 
(p. 423). 

Millions, who have no interest in re- 
ligion, do not call the Pope by that 
name. Millions who do call him by that 
name do so because they have never 
considered its implications. Millions 
deny to the Pope the title of “Holy 
Father” because it is the title that. be- 
longs to Deity alone. The only time it 
occurs in the Scriptures is in our Lord’s 
high priestly prayer, where He addressed 

Heavenly Father: “Holy Father, 


keep through thine own name those 
whom thou hast given me, that they 
may be one, as we are” (John 17:11). 


Many Christian people have been 
disturbed by the clever advertise- 
ments sponsored by the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in_ secular papers 
throughout the country. Their argu- 
ments seemed plausible to the unin- 
structed and even those who loved 
and believed their Bibles were hard 
put to it to find answers. Dr. Rowell, 
pastor of the Central Baptist Church, 
Victoria, B. C., renders a real serv- 
ice to all Protestant Christians in 
this article, by quoting the amazing 
claims made for the Pope by Roman 
Catholic writers and exposing the 
wickedness of such claims in the 
light of Scripture. 








When we consider the holiness and 
majesty of God the Father as given in 
His Word, our hearts bow in reverential 
awe. “Who is like unto thee, O Lord, 
among the gods? who is like thee, glori- 
ous in holiness, fearful in praises, doing 
wonders?” “Holy, holy, holy, Lord God 
Almighty” (Exod. 15:11; Rev. 4:8). Then 
when we are told that this title, peculiar 
to The Lord God Almighty, is accorded 
a fellow sinner, our hearts revolt against 
it as sheer blasphemy. 

“Holy Father” condenses the Old and 
New Testament expressions into one — 
the Holy of the Old Testament, and the 
new Name, Father. Here was our Lord’s 
appeal for the believer’s safekeeping, 
on the ground of God’s holiness. 

In explaining the statement, “Why Mil- 
lions Call Him ‘Holy Father,’” the article 
affirms, “We find the answer, of course, 
not necessarily in the holiness of the 
man himself, but in his Christ-given 
office.” The Roman Church has found 
it necessary to state this somewhat fre- 
quently, since the vile living and utter 
wickedness of a number of the Popes is 
a matter of history. The Bishops of the 
Council of Constance made this pro- 
nouncement regarding Pope John XXIII, 
“From the time of his youth he hath 
evermore been a man of ill disposition, 
unshamefaced, unchaste, unhonest, &c.” 
(Art. contr. John xaxiii. in Concil. Con- 
stant,, etc.) 

Such outstanding historians and 
writers of the Roman Church as Labbe 
and Cossart, who were Jesuits; Platina, 
once Vatican librarian; Du Pin, and 
others tell the awful story of the de- 
pravity of many of the Popes, who were 
supposed to be successors of Peter, These 
include Sergius III, A.D. 904; Pope John 
X, in 915; John XII, in 956; Boniface Vil, 
in 974; John XIV, in 984; Benedict IX; 
in 1033; Innocent III, in 1198; Gregory 
XII, in 1406; Alexander VI, in 1492; Leo 
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X, in 1513; and many more. Even Car- 
dinal Baronius wrote of the shame and 
grief which filled many hearts because 
of the “many monsters horrible to be- 
hold” who were intruded into the seat 
of the Popes. Cardinal Newman made 
a like confession. 

Millions do not call the Pope “Holy 
Father” because it lends support to other 
arrogant titles. For instance, “Our Most 
Holy Lord” (Sanctissimus Dominus 
noster; Can, et Decret. Concil. Trid.) 
This leads to that which is in kinship 
with pagan worship, as described by the 
Jesuit writer, P. J. Chandlery, S.J., in 
his book, “Pilgrim Walks in Rome,” pub- 
lished in 1905. He describes the doings 
in the Vatican in connection with “the 
bronze figure of St. Peter . . . the foot 
of which is reverently kissed by the 
faithful.” Continuing, he says: “Every 
year ‘on St. Peter’s feast it is robed in 
a cope of gold brocade, crowned with a 
jewelled tiara, and invested with other 
pontifical insignia. An interminable line 
of persons passes before it, each oné 
kissing the right foot to testify his rev- 
erence for the Prince of the Apostles, 
and bending down his head to receive 
St. Peter’s blessing” (p. 19). 


Looking Away from Christ 


The Roman Church designating the 
Pope “Our Most Holy Lord” turns the gaze 
of her devotees from the infinite God 
to mortal man, even to the point of the 
abject kissing of his toe, or that of an 
image. The writer recalls seeing a gen- 
tleman, with an expression of great de- 
votion, kissing the right toe of the image 
of Peter in Westminster Cathedral, Lon- 
don. The Jesuit writer, P. J. Chandlery, 
seeks to emphasize such groveling de- 
votion at the feet of the high and lofty 
pontiff, where he says: “The privilege 
of kneeling at the Vicar of Christ’s feet 
and receiving his blessing is one that 
will never be forgotten. We are there 
kneeling at the feet of him, whom, St. 
Bernard, writing to Pope Eugenius III 
in the twelfth century, styles Prince of 
Bishops, Heir of the Apostles, Guide of 
Nations, Refuge of the Oppressed, Ad- 
vocate of the Poor, Terror of the 
Wicked, Father of Kings, Priest of the 
Most High, Vicar of Christ. . . . We 
grow bewildered as we think of all the 
majesty and power which that venerable 
figure represents” (ut supra, p. 439). 

In contradistinction to the audacious 
claims of this Roman priest, intruding 
himself into the place of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Word of God tells of only 
one who is “Lord of all.” “The word 


which God sent unto the children of Is- 
rael, preaching peace by Jesus Christ: 
he is Lord of all” (Acts 10:36). “Art 
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thou not from everlasting, O Lord my 
God, mine Holy One?” (Hab, 1:12.) 

As Christians, we reject the Pope’s 
title of “Holy Father”: because on this 
it is claimed he can stop the course of 
sacramental mercies. Cardinal Newman, 
speaking of the Pope, writes: “He can 
judge, and he can acquit; he can par- 
don, and he can condemn; he can com- 
mand, and he can permit; he can forbid, 
and he can punish. He has a supreme 
jurisdiction over the people of God. He 
can stop the ordinary course of sacra- 
mental mercies; he can excommunicate 
from the ordinary grace of redemption. 
.. . We must never oppose his will, or 
dispute his word, or criticize his policy, 
or shrink from his side” (See “Obliga- 
tions of Catholics to the Holy See”). 


Why Excommunications Are Vain 


We might well thank our Heavenly 
Father that the grace of redemption 
places the believer where neither man 
nor demon can touch him, or tamper 
with his security. Our Lord has given 
us the assurance, “And I give unto them 
eternal life; and they shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them out of 
my hand”; for no creature “shall be able 
to separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord” (John 
10:28; Rom. 8:38, 39). When the Pope 
threatens his vain excommunications, 
the child of God can exclaim, “The Lord 
is my helper, and I will not fear what 
man shall do unto me” (Heb, 13:6). 

We reject the Pope’s title of “Holy 
Father” because it leads to a further 
claim, namely, that he is the supreme 
arbiter of all the earth. 

Long ago the Roman Church addressed 
herself to the task of making America 
Catholic. Rome has her specialists for 
every department, and many of these 
are Jesuits. In a three volume work, 
entitled “The Jesuits of the Middle 
United States,” this fact is clearly set 
forth. Much space is given to tell of 
the parochial missions and aggressive 
labors of the Jesuit missioner, Father 
F. X. Weninger, who was commended by 
Pope Pius IX. We read of him, “The 
career of Father Weninger is an episode 
of imporiance in the story of the up- 
building of Catholicism in the United 
States” (Vol, II, p. 53). 

It is well to know the principles that 
actuate the zealous workers of the Ro- 
man Church in America, Canada, and 
elsewhere. These principles are ex- 
pressly stated in their writings. For 
example, this same missioner, F. X. Wen- 
inger, who is described as “Missionary 
of the Society of Jesus,” published an 
au‘horitative work, entitled, “On the 
Apostolical and Infallible Authority of 
the Pope.” In writing of princes and 
peoples acknowledging the prerogatives 
of ihe Pope, he says that kings and em- 
perors “loved to receive their crowns 
at his hands, and to place their domin- 
ions under the. special guarantee and 
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protection of the Holy See”; and “with 
what veneration they looked upon him 
as the Vicar of Christ and the Supreme 
Arbiter of all on earth” (p. 229). 

Jesuit Weninger further designates the 
Pope as “the one Judge, holding the 
place of Christ.” All these claims are 
in harmony with the recent demands of 
the Roman Church that the Pope be 
given the place of leadership at a world- 
conference peace table. Far from rec- 
ognizing any man as supreme arbiter 
and judge, holding the place of Christ, 
the Word of God accords this position 
to One only, in the words, “O Lord God 

. thou judge of the earth” (Psa. 94: 
1, 2). 

We further reject the Pope’s title of 
“Holy Father” because it is made to sus- 
tain his claim to be an earthly monarch 
and above civil rulers, on which he 
presumes to intrude into civil affairs. 
The Rev. Henry A. Brann, D.D., LL.D., 
in “Waifs and Strays,” published by the 
Franciscan Missionaries of Mary, in 1909, 
and bearing the imprimatur of John M. 
Farley, Archbishop of New York, says 
of the Pope: “He is an elected Morarch. 
.. . He is above the Civil Ruler in his 
spiritual capacity as chief priest, and 
chief executive of the natural order. . 
He is above their king or emperor or 
president, and when they appeal to him 
for a decision in a case disputed between 
them and their ruler, it is his duty to 
decide, and he, being infallible, must 
decide in favor of honesty, morality and 
liberty, even though by doing so he may 
have to condemn some mighty potentate 
and draw on himself his enmity” (pp. 
187, 188). 


The Pope as a Bridle of Princes 

Dealing with the Pope as judge be- 
tween princes and people, the Jesuit 
writer, F. X, Weninger, aggressive mis- 
sioner in the United States, quoted De 
Maistre, in “Essai sur l’Historie Gén- 
érale. This is most revealing as to the 
aim and purpose of Roman propagandists 
to exalt the Pope to the throne of the 
world. Protestants everywhere would 
do well to note these words: “The in- 
terests of mankind demand a bridle by 
which princes may be restrained, and 
the people saved. This bridle might by 
common consent be placed in the hands 
of the Roman Pontiffs. Such a High 
Priest, mingling in worldly conflicts only 
to silence them, admonishing alike the 
sovereign and his people of their duties, 
condemning their crimes and visiting his 
excommunication on great wrongs, would 
be looked upon as the living represen- 
tative and likeness of God upon the 
earth” (ibid., p. 230). 

Here, then, we have a Jesuit worker 
and writer in America, endorsed by the 
Pope, telling us of the Pope’s mingling in 
worldly conflicts and being looked upon as 
the living representative and likeness of 
God upon the earth. Anyone who knows 
history, knows how the Pcnes have 
kindled and mingled in world conflicts. 
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This writer also speaks of kings and em. 
perors in submission to the Pope, as 
“prostrate before his throne” (ibid., p. 
235). 

Romish literature adds one blasphemy 
to another! In giving Peter’s answer to 
the question of our Lord, “But whom say 
ye that I am?” the Latin Vulgate ex. 
presses it, Tu es Christus, i.e., “Thou art 
Christ,” or, “Thou art the Christ.” This 
is the identical expression quoted ap- 
provingly by Jesuit F. X. Weninger of 
thes Pope. He says: “Thus Abbot An- 
dreas, Delegate of the Christians of 
Egypt and Ethiopia, addressing the Pope 
in public audience, says, in the name of 
the nations whose representative he was: 
‘Thou art Christ and His Vicar , , , thou 
art the Sovereign of Kings and the 
greitest of all teachers’” (“Infallible 
Authority of the Pope,” pp. 239, 240), 


The True Vicar of Christ 


The Roman Church knows it is a sheer 
impossibility to prove that (quoting 
from the Knights of Columbus adver- 
tisement) “The Catholic Church traces 
its unbroken history back to the Apos- 
tles — back to Christ,” or that Peter was 
the first Pope. There is not a vestige 
of trustworthy historical data to support 
suth a theory. Space forbids telling of 
the broken links in the chain of succes- 

‘on of the Popes, as given by the Jesuits, 
Labbe and Cossart, who also tell of the 
frequent schisms resulting from the con- 
tests of rival Popes. 

The true Vicar of Christ is not a mor- 
al man, but the Holy Spirit, the divine 
Paraclete. The Lord Jesus said, “But 
the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my name, 
he shall teach you all things” (John 14: 
26). Commenting on “whom the Father 
will send in my name,” Tholuck, Weiss, 
and others render “in my name” as 
meaning “in my stead,” “as my repre- 
sentative.” This is the exact meaning 
of the title “vicar” — to act in the stead 
of another. 

Thus the Pope, by the title “Holy 
Father,” intrudes himself into the place 
of God the Father; by the appellation, 
“Thou art Christ,” he is intruded into 
the province of Christ; and by the title, 
“Vicar of Christ,” he intrudes himself 
into the office of the Holy Spirit. 

“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth 
is come, he will guide you into all truth. 

. He shall glorify me: for he shall 
receive of mine, and shall shew it unto 
you” (John 16:13, 14).

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Excavating Under the Vatican Crypts 
And other recent archaeological news 


ROM time to time, newspaper reports 

have appeared concerning excavations 
under the Vatican crypts,! and now a 
more authoritative article by Roger T. 
O'Callaghan, S.J., of the Pontifical Bibli- 
cal Institute in Rome, has been published 
in the Biblical Archaeologist last Febru- 
ary. He reports that the pavement of 
St. Peter’s is supported from beneath 
by pillars and connecting arches, form- 
ing vaulted chambers that have served 
as crypts. When a place was being 
sought to make a tomb for Pope Pius 
XI, hollow spots in the walls were dis- 
covered when inscriptional tablets were 
removed from the wall near the tomb of 
Pius X. More of the walls were opened, 
and it was finally decided to enlarge the 
available space by lowering the present 
floor in the crypt area some eighty cen- 
timeters (about thirty-two inches). Dur- 
ing the progress of this work, begun in 
January, 1941, some twenty mausoleums 
were unearthed,2 which are reported to 
have been in use from about A.D. 100 on 
into the fourth century A.D.3 

According to tradition, Peter was 
buried beneath the spot where St. Peter’s 
Church now stands. In a radio address 
on May 13, 1942, Pope Pius XII reported 


that a simple monument had been found ~ 


in this area, upon which the faithful 
had conferred a “venerable place of 
cult,” 4 and he gives the impression that 
it is to be connected with monuments 
mentioned by Eusebius as connected 
with the names of Peter and Paul. 
Actually, no archaeological evidence of 
Peter being buried under St, Peter’s has 
been found. Some early Christian burial 
places have been found, but the only 
evidence for Peter being buried here is 
still tradition. 


More on the Isaiah Manuscript 


N THE March 26 issue of THe SuNDAY 

ScHoo. Times, this writer reported on 
the discovery and significance of the new 
Isaiah manuscript, which has been dated 
about 100 B.C. Some writers, notably 
Solomon Zeitlin, Professor of Rabbinical 
Literature at Dropsie College, in Phila- 
delphia, have suggested that it dates 
from the Middle Ages, and is not pre- 
Christian.5 Further work, however, has 
been done on the text of the Isaiah 
manuscript. Writing in-the February, 
1949, issue of the Bulletin of the Ameri- 
can Schools of Oriental Research, John 
Trever reports that he has examined the 
individual letters used in the Isaiah 
Manuscript, made comparisons with 
other early manuscripts, and has con- 
cluded that the Isaiah manuscript is to 
be dated about 125-100 B.C.6

In the same issue, Solomon Birnbaum, 
one of our ablest Hebrew paleographers, 
made comparisons between the Isaiah 
manuscript and documents of Jewish 
colonists settled in Egypt in the third 
century, and also with boundary stones 
of about 100 B.C. and several other in- 
scriptions.7 He concludes that the first 
half of the second century B.C. suggests 
itself as the date of the writing of the 
Isaiah manuscript. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Jerusalem, dated March 18, 1949, reports 
that an examination has been made of 
the cave where Arabs found the Isaiah 
manuscript. Pottery from the late Hel- 
lenic period was. found, pointing to a 
date of about 100 B.C. Since the early 
date of the manuscript is accepted by 
Albright ef Johns Hopkins, Burrows of 
Yale, Sukenik of the Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem, Trever, who photographed 
it, and now Birnbaum, the paleographer, 
and in view of the pottery evidence 
from the cave, there is little value to 
be attached to Zeitlin’s opinion (that it 
is late), unless some definite evidence is 
brought forth to support his supposition.

neither was guile found in his mouth: 
who, when he was reviled, reviled not 
again; when he suffered, he threatened 
not” (1 Pet, 2: 21-23). 

His words were comforting. To the 
poor, helpless, palsied man whom He 
was about to heal, He said, “Son, be of 
good cheer; thy sins be forgiven thee” 
(Matt, 9:2). Thus He dealt first with 


the man’s most crushing burden, the 
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sickness of the soul, and soon dealt with 
the secondary evil, the illness of the 
body. To the sick woman who touched 
Him in the crowd. He said, “Daughter, 
be of good comfort; thy faith hath made 
thee whole” (Matt. 9:22). How won- 
derfully comforting that voice must have 
been when, above the roar of the wind 
and waves and the hissing of the spray 
in the dark, small hours of the morning, 
it sounded forth these words, “Be of good 


cheer; it is I; be not afraid” (Matt. 
14:27). 
His words were powerful. By a sim- 


ple command, which would have seemed 
foolish in the mouth of any other, He 
broke the bonds of the palsied man, say- 
ing, “Arise, take up thy bed, and go 
unto thine house. And he arose, and 
departed to his house. But when the 
multitude saw it, they marvelled, and 
glorified God, which had given such 
power unto men” (Matt. 9:6-8). Simply 
because He said to the man with the 
withered hand, “Stretch forth thy hand,” 
instantly that hand, which had hung 
helpless, “was restored whole as the 
other” (Luke 6:10). Canute the Great 
(c, 995-1035), king of Norway, Denmark, 
and England, “rebuked the flattery of 
his courtiers by showing that the ad- 
vancing waves paid no heed to his com- 
mand,” according to the story told by 
Henry Huntingdon about 1130. But this 
Man, awakened from sleep in the stern 
of the boat as it was tossed by the storm 
on the lake, “arose, and rebuked the 
wind, and said unto the sea, Peace, be 
still. And the wind ceased, and there 
was a great calm” (Mark 4:39). 

This Man’s flawless speech marks Him 
as the only one who never, for one 
moment during His whole earthly life, 
fell below the standard recorded by 
James for a perfect man. There it stands 
in lonely majesty, like the wind-swept 
summit of Mt. Everest, which has never 
yet been scaled by man: “If any man 
offend not in word, the same is a per- 
fect man, and able also to bridle the 
whole body” (Jas. 3:2). Yet this is 
only one of the characteristics that dis- 
play the many-sided perfections of this 
Man, “the man Christ Jesus,” God mani- 
fest in the flesh. Does the picture leave 
us in despair, as Everest has left this 
world’s hardiest mountain climbers, kill- 
ing off those who have gone farthest up 
its icy, breath-taking escarpments? It 
need not, for “the man Christ Jesus” is 
the “mediator between God and men... 
who gave himself a ransom for all” (1 
Tim, 2:5, 6). 

What havoc tongues have wrought! 
They have shattered friendships, broken 
hearts, caused tears to flow, blasted 
hopes, loosed the course of lust, de- 
stroyed happy homes, and caused the 
wheels of Christian work to grind and 
drag. Let any one of us compare the 
multitude of our words for one year 
with the twelve points of our Lord’s 
utterances given above (there are doubt- 
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less more), and our hearts must be hard 
if we are not humiliated. Most of us 
have failed at every point at some time 
or other. But there is glorious hope for 
us, for the Lord Jesus Christ “gave him- 
self for us, that he might redeem us 
from all iniquity, and purify unto him- 
self a peculiar people, zealous of good 
works” (Titus 2:14). 

The perfect righteousness of the Lord 
Jesus Christ fully satisfied God’s law. 
He can therefore righteously forgive all 
the iniquities of our tongues. But the 
Gospel is good news that is still better, 
for “if any man be in Christ, he is a 
new creature: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are become 
new” (2 Cor. 5:17). Christ indwells the 
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believer, and wants to control every 
part of his being, the tongue included. 
“The tongue can no man tame; it is an 
unruly evil, full of deadly poison” (Jas. 
3:8). But Christ can tame it and cleanse 
it! David prayed, “Set a watch, O Lord, 
before my mouth; keep the door of my 
lips” (Psa. 141:3). But we have some- 
thing better —the very presence of the 
One who cleanses the heart, out of which 
comes all evil; the One who can bring 
“into captivity every thought to the obe- 
dience of” Himself (2 Cor. 10:5); the One 
who can enable us to obey the command, 
“Let your speech be alway with grace, 
seasoned with salt, that ye may know 
how ye ought to answer every man” 
(Col, 4:6). 


Creating and Holding Interest in Missions 


How an English Sunday school keeps missions before its pupils 


URS is a country Sunday school of 

about eighty pupils, girls aged four 
to fifteen years, and a few little boys 
aged four to six years. We are short 
of teachers, and very short of equip- 
ment, so that we cannot attempt any 
very ambitious schemes. But, without a 
doubt, our teachers and pupils do take 
an active personal interest in evangel- 
ieal missions. 

It is a little difficult to single out any 
one cause for this. It is helped by the 
whole atmosphere of the school; The 
teachers feel strongly, and probably the 
pupils also, that it is a wonderful priv- 
ilege to help to make our Saviour known 
by our gifts and prayers. 

Then we do not despise small efforts. 
For example, a few weeks ago one 
teacher told her class of girls, aged 
twelve to fifteen years, that shiny birth- 
day postcards, with a text in Chinese stuck 
over the written side, were much valued 
by Chinese children. She offered to 
lend a pot of adhesive and a brush, and 
to provide the necessary Chinese texts, 
to any girl to take home who had such 
cards she could give. One girl had re- 
cently celebrated her birthday, and next 
Sunday appeared with three such cards, 
all she had received. So we sent them 
to the London H.Q, of the China Inland 
Mission, with a request that they might 
be acknowledged to the donor. She told 
us she had heard they had reached Lon- 
don safely, “and a very nice letter it 
was, too,” she said. It will probably be 
laid up in the family archives. 

We give most of our money offerings 
to the British and Foreign Bible Society 
to send Bibles to German school chil- 
dren. We make an event of the collec- 
tion each Sunday. Each teacher takes 
the money from her class in a velvet 
bag and counts it. Then two of the elder 
girls go from class to class, one with an 
ornamental money-box into which a 


chosen child from each class puts the 
money; the other girl carries an impor- 
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tant-looking account book, in which she 
enters the sum given. These duties are 
so valued that each girl takes her 
turn to do them to avoid jealousy. While 
we sing a chorus the two elder girls add 
the amounts given, and they are then 
announced to the school. If we have 
six shillings, we say thankfully that we 
have enough to pay for two German 
Bibles. If we have more, there is great 
jubilation. If less, we are sorry and 
hope to do better next time. We never 
beg for more or upbraid the children. 
Usually there is a reason if the offering 
is small—a wet Sunday, an epidemic, 
or many away from home—and we 
mention this. We ask the children to 
pray that God will use their little gifts 
to bring about great results. If we see 
anything in any -publication about the 
shortage of Bibles in Germany, we read 
it to our pupils. All this takes much 
longer to describe than to do. 

Occasionally we have an offering for 
some other object. For example, next 
Sunday will be our special day for help- 
ing the Army Scripture Readers’ Asso- 
ciation. The children will bring laven- 
der or lavender-bags to be given to 
patients in military hospitals. Last Sun- 
day, they were given outline-texts to 
take home to be colored and learned by 
heart. Next Sunday, they will come up, 
one by one, hand over their texts to be 
sent to soldiers and airmen, say them 
from memory, including the reference, 
and be rewarded by a penny which they 
place on a small table. We try to get 
enough pennies when laid flat to form 
the letters, “A.S.R.,” for the name of the 
Society. In addition, one teacher has 
promised to double the amount given in 
the velvet bags. 

If a missionary is preaching in church, 
and is free in the afternoon, we try 
to get him to speak to our children. 
Then, the following Sunday, we give our 
money to some object suggested by him 
and connected with the particular work 
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he represents. On such occasions we add 
a name to a chorus that we sing: 
Jesus loves us, this is true, 
But He loves Brazilians, too, 
And this is His last command, 
“Take my Gospel to each land.” 

We now sing “Chinese,” “Nagas” 
“Jinghpaws,” “Germans,” “Soldiers,” “Ne. 
groes,” and “old folks,” with “the” pre. 
fixed in the second line, as well as other 
countries suggested by the children 
themselves, such as “the poor Japs” 
“the Hindus,” and “the Moslems.” 

In November, we have a special after. 
noon for the London City Mission, a fine 
organization, interdenominational, and 
strongly evangelistic. We get money for 
one of their missionaries to give a 
Christmas tea to some very poor old 
people in the East End of London. This 
missionary is most kind in writing to 
tell us all details of the festivity, and 
how the old folk give a cheer for Hail. 
sham Sunday School, and listen to the 
Gospel after their meal. 

Different classes have their own little 
schemes: For instance, one teacher re- 
ceived a calendar from a_ missionary 
friend in the Belgian Congo. There was 
a text for each month in French and 
its translation in the African language 
spoken in her field. The teacher cut up 
the calendar, and lent a page to each 
child in her class with some used 
Christmas cards. Each girl printed the 
texts neatly on the cards given, and 
some added cards of their own. All 
gave great delight to Sunday school 
pupils in Poko, and called forth a most 


-grateful letter from the missionary con- 


cerned, 

Perhaps the secret of the sustained in- 
terest in evangelical missions is found 
in our own intense concern for them, 
in a variety of methods of approach ‘to 
the children, in the gratitude of the re- 
cipients of help, and, above all, in the 
joy of pleasing our Lord Jesus and help- 
ing others less well off than we are. 
Last Sunday, we allowed a little five- 
year-old boy, a very reserved young per- 
son, to choose our opening chorus. He 
had no doubt at all as to what he 
wanted. It was: 

Other little children, 
Far across the sea, 
Never heard of Jesus, 
Jesus who loves me; 
How I wish that they might hear 
All about my Saviour dear. 

Please God, all our pupils will feel 
the same, and will do their best to turn 
their wishes into prayers, and their 
prayers into answers.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 


HE death of our Lord Jesus was the 
Tesoressin of His infinite love for 

lost mankind, but also the demon- 
stration of the terrible wickedness of 
the human heart. It was at the cross 
that God’s attitude toward sinners was 
declared, and at the very time that 
man’s hatred of God was manifested. 

The Lord Jesus Christ did not simply 
die as a martyr for the truth, though He 
was that, as He Himself declared (John 
18:37). A martyr is a witness. But His 
death meant far more than this. In lay- 
ing down His life He was fulfilling all 
the sacrificial types of the Old Testa- 
ment.. He gave “his life a ransom for 
many” (Matt. 20:28). Had He not vol- 
untarily yielded Himself up to die, none 
could have taken His life from Him. 
Therefore Pilate, as Jesus told him, could 
have had no power against Him except 
as it was permi‘ted by God. 

On ‘he cross He became the great sin- 
offering. There He met all the claims of 
divine justice against lost, guilty sinners, 
and as a result of His finished work God 
can now be just in justifying all who 
believe in His name (Rom. 3:26). 

But in His death, He did more than 
settle the sin question. He glorified God 
perfectly, and that in the very scene 
where He had been so terribly dis- 
honored. His death was the supreme evi- 
dence of His love for the Father (John 
14:31). God received more glory by the 
obedience of His holy, spotless Son unto 
death than He ever lost by all man’s sin 
and- rebellion ‘throughout the - entire 
course of time. He offered Hintfself with- 
out spot unto God, a sacrifice of a 
“sweetsmelling savour” (Eph. 5:1, 2). 
Yet it was for us that He gaye Himself, 


The Historical Setting 

Jesus was crucified as the true Pascal 
Lamb on Passover Day, the fourteenth 
of Nisan, A.D. 30. There has been much 
discussion as to the exact day of the 
week on which this 14th Nisan fell. The 
traditional day is Friday. 


Verse by Verse 

Luke 23:33—‘“The place ... called 
Calvary.” That is, the place of a skull. 
It was evidently the regular execution 
ground for great criminals and has been 
identified by many as the skull-shaped 
hill containing the grotto of Jeremiah, 
outside the wall of Jerusalem, near the 
Damascus Gate. However, the traditional 
site, which now seems unlikely, is in the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre. There 
is nd proof that this was once outside 
the walls of the ancient city. 


Verse 34—‘Father, forgive them; for 
they know not what they do.” In thus 
praying, our Lord put those who were 
guilty of crucifying Him on the ground 
of manslaughter rather than of murder. 
For the murderer the Law admitted of 
no satis‘action (Num, 35:31). The man- 
slayer was entitled to the shelter of the 
city of tefuge (Josh. 20:1-5). The Law 
only made provision for the forgiveness 
of sins of ignorance. For presumptuous 
sin no sacrifice could avail. 


Verse 35.—“He saved others; let him 
save himself.” This could not be. It 
was only by offering up His own pre- 
cious life as a sacrifice for sin that guilty 
men could be saved from the judgment 
that their sins deserved. 


Verse 36.—“The soldiers also mocked 
him . . . offering him vinegar.” These 
ignorant soldiers doubtless knew nothing 
of the hope of Israel. They only saw in 
Jesus a wretched Jew detested by His 
own people, So they joined with them 


in their ridiculing of the poor victim on 
the cross. The vinegar they offered Him 
was a sour wine that well expressed the 
bitterness of man’s heart toward God. 


Verse 37.—“If thou be the king of the 
Jews, save thyself.” Thus they taunted 
Him, repeating the words which the 
chief priests had used and which Pilate 
caused to be put on a tablet and nailed 
to the cross, as thé next verse tells us. 


Verse 38.—“This is the King of the 
Jews.” Luke only quotes part of the 
inscription, which was written in He- 
brew, the language of religion; Greek, 
the language of culture; and Latin, the 
language of power. The entire super- 
scription read, “This is Jesus of Nazareth 
the King of the Jews.” Pilate may have 
intended this as a taunt because he knew 
how the Jews hated Jesus. But unwit- 
tingly he declared a great truth. 


Mark 15:34.—“Jesus cried ... My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 
This was the very climax of what the 
holy sufferer was called upon to endure 
when the wrath of God fell upon Him 
and He took the sinner’s place, and God, 
who is of purer eyes than to behold in- 
iquity, had to turn away -His face and 
leave His Son to bear the load alone. 
It was then that the Twenty-second 
Psalm had its complete fulfillment. 


Luke 23:46.—“Father, into thy hands 
I commend my spirit.” The agony was 
now past; the cup of wrath had been 
drained to the dregs and in perfect peace 
and confidence Jesus committed His 
spirit to the Father and then voluntarily 
gave up His life. 

Verse 47.—“Certainly this was a right- 
eous man.” The Roman _ centurion, 
amazed by all that he had seen and 
heard, was convinced that Jesus was‘no 
criminal, but in truth a righteous man 
and the Son of God (see Matt, 27:54). 
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Matt. 27:57.—“A rich man of Arima- 
thea.” Isaiah prophesied seven centuries 
before that Messiah should be with the 
rich in His death (Isa. 53:9). So at 
the appointed time Joseph appeared to 
beg for the privilege of entombing the 
body of Jesus. 

Verse 58—‘Pilate commanded the 
body to be delivered.” Although amazed 
at first that Jesus was dead so soon, the 
governor agreed to the rich ruler’s re- 
quest and the body of Jesus was allotted 
to him for interment instead of being 
cast out to be consumed in the fires of 

“the Valley of Hinnom or devoured by 
beasts of prey. 

Verse 59.—“Joseph .. . wrapped it in 
a clean linen cloth.” This was a tem- 
porary expedient, as the hour was late. 
After the Sabbath he intended to have 
it properly embalmed in accordance with 
Jewish customs. 

Verse 60.—“Laid it in his own new 
tomb ...and.,.. rolled a great stone 
to the door of the sepulchre.” Little 
did either Joseph or the other friends 
of Jesus realize that the rock-hewn tomb 
could not hold that body in death when 
the hour of resurrection should come on 
the following first day of the week. Many 
believe this very tomb is the one dis- 
covered by General Gordon some sixty 
years or more ago, and which countless 
thousands of devout Christians have vis- 
ited since, 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Christ’s death differed from that of 
every other in that it was not necessary, 
so. far as. He was concerned. He was 
not. born subject to death, as all others 
are, but He was able to die of his own 
volition. He came to earth for this very 
purpose, that He might by death over- 
come him that had the power of death, 
and redeem those who had through fear 
of death, as the effect of sin, been all 
their lives in bondage. His death was 
therefore as marvelous as His birth. It 
was sacrificial. He offered up Himself 
on our behalf, and through His dying 
purchased life for all who believe on 
Him. His words from the cross are all 
of great importance and give us to real- 
ize what was going on in His mind and 
heart as He hung upon the tree. He 
thought not of Himself, but of others. 
It was for our sakes that He was for- 
saken of God —in that the divine favor 
might rest upon us.

It is most instructive to connect Psalm 
22 with the account of the death of Jesus 
as given.in the, four Gospels. In this 
Psalm we are permitted, as it were, to 
listen to the very heart-cry of our ador- 
able Saviour as He suffered the agonies 
of the cross and endured what to Him 
was the most terrible of all, the hiding 
of His Father’s face when He took our 
load of sin upon Him and made .recon- 
ciliation for iniquity. Surely the cold-

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could have fitted himself for Heaven, 
our Lord would never have gone to Cal. 
vary to save us. 

The cross is the meeting place between 
God and the sinner. He who trusts in 
the one who there died to put away 
sin by the sacrifice of Himself is justj- 
fied by faith and has peace with God. 

After committing His spirit to the 
Father, we are told that Jesus “gave 
up the ghost.”

“And when they were come to the 
place, which is called Calvary, there they 
crucified him” (Luke 23:33).—Calvary 
means “a skull.” While visiting the 
sacred spot, we were informed that there 
were several reasons for its strange 
name. In the first place the formation 
of the hill resembles a skull. Then, too, 
the Romans used it as a place of execu- 
tion, hence there were many skulls there. 
After David slew Goliath, it is written 
that he “took the head of the Philistine 
and brought it to Jerusalem” (1 Sam. 
17:54). The logical place in which to 
bury it would be the place called Cal- 
vary. 

A skull is an empty head or cranium. 
The emptiness of human wisdom was 
manifested in the rejection and cruci- 
fixion of the Son of God. Crass igno- 
rance characterized the great ones of the 
earth at the Crucifixion; for speaking 
of the wisdom of God, the Apostle Paul 
said: “A wisdom which not one of the 
leaders of the present age possesses, for 
if they had possessed it, they would 
never have crucified the Lord of glory” 
(1 Cor, 2:8, Weymouth). 

And the Apostle Peter while reminding 
the Jews that they “desired a murderer” 
and “killed the Prince of life,” said, I 
know “that through ignorance ye did it” 
(Acts 3:17). 

Cicero said that crucifixion was the 
most cruel and shameful of all punish- 
ments. “Let it never,” he added, “come 
near the body of a Roman citizen; nay 
not even his thoughts, or eyes, or ears.” 
It was reserved for slaves and revolu- 
tionists whose end was.meant to be 
marked with special infamy. And yet 
they decreed it for One in whom Pilate, 
the Roman governor, admitted that he 
could find no fault! 

“My God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me?” (Mark 15:34.)—While speak- 
Ing to a group of Moslems in Egypt, 
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through an interpreter, a Moslem inter- 
rupted the interpreter. I asked my in- 
terpreter what the native was saying, 
and this is what I was told: “This Mos- 
lem says that God, if He had a Son, 
would love Him too much to forsake 
Him, and allow Him to suffer such a 
terrible death. The one who uttered 
that cry must have strongly resembled 
God’s Son!” It was an easy enough mat- 
ter to prove from such Scriptures as 
Romans 8:3 and 32 that it was God's 
“own Son” that was delivered up for us 
all. The Moslem looked impressed, but 
I cannot say he was convinced. 

People in énlightened America, as well 
as in dark Africa ask why such suffer- 
ing was necessary to the Son of God, 
because they fail to enter even lightly 
into God’s righteous antagonism to sin, 
God made Christ to be sin for us, al- 
though He was sinless, “that we might 
be made the righteousness of.God in 
him” (2 Cor, 5:21). Each person should 
say with the poet, “O how vile my lost 
estate, since my ransom was so great!” 


“The centurion . . , glorified God, say- 
ing, Certainly this was a righteous man” 
(Luke 23:47).—He had no doubt seen 
many men crucified. He knew it was a 
slow, torturous death, lasting sometimes 
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for two or three days. But as soon as 
the Lord Jesus drained to the dregs the 
bitter cup of God’s just judgment against 
our sins—as soon as He finished the 
work of redemption pertaining to our 
souls, He yielded up His spirit. It was 
an act of His own volition. It was in 
perfect keeping with what He had said 
before His crucifixion: “No man taketh 
it [my life] from me, but I lay it down 
of myself” (John 10:18). His was a vol- 
untary, vicarious, and victorious sacri- 
fice. 
We'll sing of the Shepherd that died, 
That died for the sake of the flock; 


His love to the utmost was tried, 
But firmly endured as a rock. 


When blood from a victim must flow, 
This Shepherd, by pity, was led 

To stand between us and the foe, 
And willingly die is our stead. 

“And laid it in his own new tomb... .” 
(Matt. 27:60).—No doubt one reason for 
the wealth of detail regarding the burial 
of the Lord Jesus given us in the four 
Gospels is the fact that the Holy Spirit 
looking down the vista of the centuries 
foresaw all Satan’s attempts to deny the 
actual death and resurrection of the Sav- 
iour. We are being told today, for ex- 
ample, that Christ only swooned on the 
cross, and His disciples hurriedly re- 
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moved Him and hid Him in the tomb, 
Then on the first day of the week they 
brought Him forth pretending He had 
actually died and risen again. 

To believe that requires more faith 
than to believe in His actual death, 
burial, and resurrection. The&Romans 
certainly knew the difference between 
swooning and death! They made cer- 
tain of the death of Christ, for “one of 
the soldiers with a spear pierced his 
side, and forthwith came there out blood 
and water” (John 19:34). Then Joseph, 
assisted by Nicodemus, wrapped the 
body “in a clean linen cloth,” and used 
about an hundred weight of spices, and 
placed the body in Joseph’s rock-hewn 
tomb, and “rolled a great stone to the 
door of the sepulchre and departed.” 

When the Lord arose, the disciples 
were as surprised and as unbelieving at 
first, as anyone. It took some convincing 
to satisfy Thomas, for example, that the 
one whom he saw crucified was now 
alive. The outstanding facts of the Gos- 
pel of Christ are these: He died for our 
sins; He was buried; He rose again, and 
was seen after His resurrection,

AY, fellows, I want you to think of 

a skull for a moment or two. It 
is not a pleasant thing to dwell upon, 
but our lesson today iis about death, and 
the skull is a symbol of death — indeed 
it is the very article of death. It is a 
hideous object, and we naturally shrink 
from looking upon it. God created us 
so that we abhor death and love life; 
perhaps that is why a skull is offensive 
to us. There are empty. sockets instead 
of eyes; vacant spaces where ears once 
were; back of the exposed teeth there 
is a dried slither where once was a 
tongue that could speak; in the bony 
dome is another void which was once 
occupied by that marvel of creation, the 
brain. 

All those factors once vibrant with 
life and motion and expression are now 
turned into petrified death. It is a pic- 
ture of the way God looks upon sin. 
The bone structure just described exists 
today upon your own neck in all its 
repellant unattractiveness. The only 
difference is that it is clothed with flesh; 
the sockets are occupied by eyes that 
see; the ear openings have sensitive tym- 
panums that record sounds; the teeth are 
protected in front by shapely lips, while 
back of them is a living spokesman called 
the tongue. Enclosed by the bony dome 
is that marvel of marvels, the brain — 
which thinks and plans and interprets 
all the sensations that reach it through 
sight, hearing, taste, touch, and smell. 
Yet, when the eyes look upon sin, the 
ears listen to smutty stories, the brain 
entertains vile imaginations and con- 
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ceives lust and malice, and the tongue 
uses its marvelous gift of language to 
communicate filthy thoughts — then the 
comely human head becomes in God’s 
sight as a skull, the symbol of death; 
yea, worse than physical death, for with- 
out the reviving, healing grace of God, 
it means eternal death, 

It is interesting to note how careful 
all four of the Gospel writers are to 
name the spot where our Lord was cru- 
cified as “the place of a skull” (Matt, 
27:33; Mark 15:22; Luke 23:33; John 19: 
17). The fact that He was crucified on 
“the place of a skull” is eloquent of the 
other fact that when Jesus shed His 
precious blood on that place He washed 
us clean of our sin, abolishing the eter- 
nal death of which that hideous skull is 
a symbol, and revived and clothed us 
anew with His own righteousness, so 
that you and I may stand before God, 
not as dead in sin, but quickened and 
made keenly alive in Jesus Christ for- 
evermore! “And you hath he quickened, 
who were dead in trespasses and sins: 
wherein in time past ye walked accord- 
ing to the course of this world... . 
But God, who is rich in mercy ... 
even when we were dead in sins, hath 
quickened us together with Christ... . 
For by grace are ye saved through faith; 
and that not of yourselves: it is the gift 
of God” (Eph. 2:1-8). “The wages of 
sin is death; but the gift of God is eter- 
nal life through Jesus Christ our Lord” 
(Rom, 6:23). 

When this transformation takes place, 
the eyes are used for a higher purpose, 
to seek out the treasures in His Word, 
to see situations where His service can 
be performed; the brain by the help of 
the Holy Spirit thinks God’s thoughts 
after Him and plans that service; the 
tongue delights in telling the loveliest 
story of the ages—of a Saviour who 
died on “the place of a skull.”

CHRIST CRUCIFIED 


AST week we read about the won- 

derful patience of our Lord Jesus 
in the face of the rank injustice of His 
trial and the horrible cruelty of His 
enemies. 

After the soldiers had mocked Him 
and crowned Him with thorns, they led 
Him out to crucify Him. Crucifixion 
was the Roman method of putting crim- 
inals to death. The Lord Jesus walked 
along the road to Calvary bearing His 
cross until His physical condition made 
it impossible for Him to carry it farther. 
Instead of sleeping the night before, He 
had been bound and dragged back and 
forth to different groups of wicked men. 
When He was unable to carry the cross 
farther, the Roman soldiers compelled

What were the first words the Lord 
Jesus said when He was hung upon the 
cross? (Luke 23:34.) Instead of a cry 
of pain, it was a prayer that God would 
forgive His enemies. And Christ was 
willing to die in untold suffering that 
they might be forgiven. If the Lord 
Jesus had not been willing to die on the 
cross, no sin ever could have been for- 
given. God is holy and righteous. “The 
wages of sin is death,” and the wages 
must be paid. But His Son was willing 
to take the wages of sin so that forgive. 
ness would be possible. Have you had 
your sins forgiven? If not, then, as far 
as you are concerned, Christ died in vain, 

A common saying even among rough 
people is, “Don’t hit a man when he is 
down.” But even in the face of the 
agony of the Lord Jesus His enemies 
continued mocking Him. They had even 
heard Him pray, “Father, forgive them,” 
yet their wicked hearts were untouched.

Oh, how sin hardens the heart! What 
did they tell the Lord Jesus to do? (Luke 
93:37.) He could indeed have saved 
Himself, but if He had, He never could 
have saved us. We shall never get done 
thanking Him that He chose to save us, 

Last week we noticed that Pilate said 
at the trial of Jesus, “I find in him no 
fault at all.” One of the thieves who 
was crucified with Christ also declared 
His innocence. Read Luke 23:39-41, Now 
read the thief’s request in verse 42. Read 
the Lord’s answer in verse 43. Amidst 
all His suffering the Lord Jesus was 
ready with an instant response to the 
thief whose heart had been changed. He 
promised Him more than he asked. for, 
even an immediate entrance into Heaven. 

The Lord Jesus was crucified at nine 
in the morning, as we reckon time. From 
nine until twelve He suffered at the 
hands of wicked men. From twelve 
until three there was darkness over all 
the earth. Think of that! Thick dark- 
ness in the middle of the day. All busi- 
ness must have had to stop, and well it 
might. The most important business that 
ever could be transacted took place in 
those three hours. The Lord Jesus took 
the wages of our sins. “He was wounded 
for our transgressions” (Isa, 53:5). Be- 
cause He was suffering for sin, God the 
Father had to turn away from Him. No 
one can enter into all that the Lord Jesus 
passed through in those hours of dark- 
ness. He was forsaken by both God and 
man, absolutely alone in intense suffer- 
ing and weighted down by our sins. Re- 
member that Christ was holy and had 
lived from all eternity in full fellow- 
ship with God the Father. .And now 
‘hat fellowship was broken because of 
sin, not His but yours and mine. Think 
how you and I would shrink from hav- 
ing to roll around in a hog pen! And 
that is absolutely nothing to the way our 
holy Lord felt at taking our sins upon 
Himself. But He did it for us. 

Read what Christ said in Mark 15:34. 
To be forsaken by God is the most ter- 
rible thing that can ever happen to any- 
one. But because the Saviour was will- 
ing to bear our sins, even when it meant 
being forsaken by God, we who believe 
in Him will never know that awful ex- 
perience. If our sins have been taken 
away, God says to us, “I will never leave 
‘hee, nor forsake thee” (Heb. 13:5). 

What three words did Jesus say that 
are recorded in John 19:30? What is 
finished? (The work of redemption.) 
“Christ has for sin atonement made.” 
How blessed to know that it is finished ! 
After His work was done, Christ laid 
down His life. He is the only person 
who ever lived who could lay down His 
life and take it again. That is because 
He is the eternal God as well as per- 
fect man, 

When Jesus died, the Roman centurion 
on guard also testified to His innocence. 
Read Luke 23:47. Now turn to Matthew 
27:51-54 and see some of the amazing 
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things that happened when Christ died. 
The dead took notice of that event, all 
nature was stirred, those watching were 
greatly afraid. This was the greatest 
event of all the ages. It should stir to 
the very depths everyone who hears the 
story. How has the death of Jesus 
Christ affected you? If you are uncon- 
cerned about it, if it means nothing to 
you, then you are still dead in trespasses 
and sins: Cry to God for mercy before 
it is eternally too late. He can take 
away your stony heart and give you a 
heart of flesh so that you, too, may be 
saved and enjoy all the blessings made 
possible for us by the death of Christ. 
One hour there is in history's page 
Pre-eminent o'er all the past, 
‘Twill shine and shine from age to age 
While earth, while Heaven itself, shall 
last.

We know little about the after- 
death punishment He took for you, ex- 
cept that the Bible says He tasted death 
for every man (Heb. 2:9). 
If you fell into the river and were 
going to drown, but someone jumped in 
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and rescued you—saved you— what 
would that person be called — some word 
that begins with S. Yes, a savior. So, 
because the Lord Jesus jumped in and 
took the after-death punishment for you 
—if you want Him to be—He is your 
Saviour. (Print -aviour .opposite the 
lower part of the S.) Where did He die? 
On the cross. What was done with His 
dead body? Mark 15:43, 46 tells about 
that. (Print buried after Saviour.) 

How do you think the Lord Jesus’ dis- 
ciples (print Disciples, using D of SAD) 
felt when all these sad things happened 
to the One whom they loved and whom 
they thought was soon to be Christ the 
King? Indeed they felt sad! (Print sad 
after Disciples.) 

Now let us learn .a big new word — 
a sixty-four dollar word, you might say. 
(Print Atonement, using A of SAD.) You 
may remember some time when you 
were waiting for punishment from 
Teacher or Dad, you did not feel good 
friends. What you had done wrong had 
come in between and broken the friend- 
ship. But after the punishment, you 
could start in all over again and be good 
friends, because the punishment made up 
for the wrong done. It was something 
like that with you and God. When the 
punishment for sins was taken by the 
Lord Jesus, and His blood shed, it made 
you friends with God— atonement was 
made by the Lord Jesus (Heb. 9:22). 
(Print made after Atonement.) 

How quiet and still the body lay in 
the cave-grave ! But early Sunday morn- 
ing wonderful things happened to that 
body and around that cave! Wonderful 
things that turned sadness into gladness ! 
(Print vertically, in bright capitals, the 
word GLAD on the half of the black- 
board opposite SAD.) Sins were gone 
never more to be remembered by God 
for those who take the Lord Jesus as 
their Saviour (Isa, 43:25; Acts 10:43). 
(Using G, print Gone sins.) What hap- 
pened to the body? It became alive 
(John 10:17, 18). This time the body 
would never die. (Using L print Living 
Saviour.) 

When some of the women friends came 
bringing spices, what strange sights did 
they see? An empty grave and angels. 
The angels had a message for them. 
(Using A print Angel message.) You 
can find it in Luke 24:5-7. When the 
women told these things to the disciples, 
they could not believe them. But later 
when the Lord Jesus visited them, “then 
were the disciples glad, when they saw 
the Lord” (John 20:20). (Using D print 
Disciples glad.) ’ 

We are glad, too, to know that “the 
Lord is risen indeed” (Luke 24:34, Mem- 
ory Verse). Have you something to sing 
about? Use the song suggested in the 
lesson for May 22. Ancther verse: “His 
blood has washed all my sins away, my 
sins away,” etc., “and now He is my 
Saviour.”)

Died.—I am the good shepherd: the good 
shepherd giveth his life for the sheep 
(John 10:11, Golden Text). Dr. H. A. 
Yronside, in his booklet, “Full Assur- 
ance,” tells of a visit which James Parker 
of Plainfield, N. J., made to a hospital. 
The nurse indicated a bed surrounded 
with white screens, and whispered: “The 
poor man is dying. The priest has been 
here and administered the last sacra- 
ment. He cannot live long.” Mr. Parker 
begged to go inside the screen, and per- 
mission was granted. As he looked 
down upon the dying man he observed 
a crucifix on his bosom. He stooped over 
and lifted it up. The sick man lifted 
his eyes and looked distressed. “Put it 
back,” he whispered, “I want to die with 
it on my breast.” The visitor pointed 
to the figure pictured on the cross, and 
said fervently, “He’s a wonderful Sav- 
iour!” “Yes, yes, I love the crucifix. 
Put it back, please. I hope it will help 
me to die well.” “Not the crucifix, but 
the One who died on the cross, the 
Lord Jesus; He died to save you.” The 
man looked bewildered, then his face 
brightened; “Oh, I see; not the crucifix, 
but the One who died. He died for me, 
I see, sir, I see. I never understood it 
before.” Mr. Parker replaced the cru- 
cifix, offered a brief prayer, and left. 
In a few minutes he saw the body be- 
ing wheeled out of the ward.—Sent by

God expects 
us to give Him our lives and not just our

ODAY you use the long black strip 

which makes the cross bar of the 
cross. Write or print in white the Golden 
Text for a Memory Verse. “I am the 
good shepherd: the good shepherd giveth 
his life for the sheep.” It seems better 
to give this lesson to the study of the 
death and burial of Christ, and leave the 
Resurrection for the next lesson. 

After the high priest and the other 
Jews had finished questioning and abus- 
ing and insulting the Lord Jesus Christ 
in the high priest’s palace, they bound 
Him and sent Him to Pilate, for they could 
not condemn a man to death, and they 
wanted Him killed, so they wanted 
Pilate, the Roman governor, to condemn 
Him. 

Pilate questioned Him and said he 
could find nothing wrong with Him. He 
tried to get the Jews to let Him go, but 
when they persisted, shouting, “Crucify 
him! crucify him!” Pilate took a basin 
of water and washed his hands and said 
they could take Jesus and crucify Him, 
but his hands were clean, he was not 
guilty of His blood. 

Did washing his hands make the soul 
clean, do you think? No, Pilate still 
stands guilty before God, along with the 
Jews who cried out, “Crucify him !” 

The Roman soldiers took Jesus out to 
Calvary’s hill and crucified Him there, 
between two thieves. 

Some, or maybe all, of the disciples 
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Lesson for June 12 


were at the cross. We know John was 
there, for the Lord gave His mother into 
the care of John. Jesus died on the 
cross, a sacrifice in our place, for our 
sin; and loving hands took His poor 
broken body down from the cross after 

His spirit had gone to His Father, and 

buried it in a new tomb in the garden 
near by. It was the darkest day of their 
lives. This Jesus whom they. had be- 
lieved was the long-looked-for Messiah 
of the Jews, and whom they expected to 
set up His Kingdom, and overthrow the 
hated Romans, this man was dead. 

They had no hope; they were sunk in 
gloom and discouragement, in addition 
to grief at losing a friend. 

It was the blackest night in all the 
world’s history, for wicked men had cru- 
cified the Lord of glory. The wicked- 
ness of men’s hearts could not be worse 
than that. The Jews, His own people, 
had refused to have Him. From that 
day to this the Jews have borne the 
curse of that day. 

If Jesus had stayed dead, we would 
have no hope. But He did not stay dead. 
Men could not kill Him, He laid down 
His life, and as He had told His disciples 
beforehand, He could take up His life 
again, which He did, as He had said, on 
the third day. 

There are so many things that hap- 
pened on the day of the trial and death 
‘of Jesus that were prophesied hundreds 
of years before. Perhaps your teacher 
might read some of these prophecies to 
you. Isaiah foretold that men would spit 
upon Him, pluck out His hair, beat Him 
until His face did not look like that 
of a man; he also told how He would 
be numbered with transgressors, and be 
buried with the rich, how the soldiers 
would cast lots for His clothing. Many 
other things were prophesied, and every 
one of them was fulfilled to the letter, 
as all God’s prophecies always are and 
will be. 

God sent a blackness and darkness 
over all the earth for three hours on 
that awful day. It seemed as if Heaven 
could not look on that awful thing that 
men had done. People were frightened; 
and maybe some of them believed on 
the Lord Jesus Christ who had not done 
so before, but most of them went on 
their wicked way again as before. 

Once more an awful day is coming 
on the earth when not darkness but light 
is coming, the glory of the returning 
Lord, light so dazzling that men will 
call for the rocks and the mountains to 
fall on them to hide them from the awful 
glory. But we who believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, whether we are alive at 
His coming or have gone to be with Him 
before that, will be changed so that our 
eyes can look upon Him whom we love. 
It will be the day of days for us. And 
we do not know how soon this day may 
come. How very wise to accept the 
Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour now, if 
you have not done it before, so you will 
be ready at His coming, 
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This is the saddest lesson in the world; 
but if Jesus Christ had not gone to Cal- 
vary for us, and risen again, we could 
not go to Heaven to be with Him for- 
ever, for we would not have any Sav- 
iour, and would have to be punished for 
our own sin, 

How we should praise God for Calvary 
and what it means to us, and how much 
we should love the Lord Jesus Christ 
for saving us! Our hearts should be 
running over with love for Him.

2. What Do You Plan for This Summer? 
(Matt. 25:14-30; Jer. 8:20)

AST week, we considered some of the 

opportunities that might be available 
for our young people’s group as a whole 
—opportunities for Christian service 
during the summer months. This week 
we are to consider definite plans that 
we may make, individually. 

We were reminded last week of the 
importance of such planning, well in 
advance, for most of us have had the 
experience of coming to the close of a 
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summer and finding that little or nothing 
of value has been accomplished. One of 
our Scripture lesson verses, Jeremiah 8: 
20, usually applied in the sense of mak- 
ing a decision for Christ, may be read 
in the sense of an expression of regret 
or remorse that the summer months have 
gone and we have nothing to show from 
them of value to our Lord and Master. 
Certainly if we, as individuals, have not 
made that all-important transaction of 
accepting the Lord Jesus as our own 
personal Saviour, we should not put it 
off, even until the summertime, for we 
cannot know what the next day, or even 
the next hour, may bring forth. 

But, granting that we have accepted 
Him as our Saviour and are seeking to 
serve Him, we should be very conscious 
of the fact that the summertime, like 
all our times, is in His hands (Psa, 31: 
15), and we are responsible first of all 
to Him for what we do. Is it not rea- 
sonable then that, in thinking of the 
summer months, we should go to Him 
and ask for His direction and instruc- 
tion, and then that we should let Him 
guide us, step by step, into the plans 
that He has already prepared for us? All 
too often we run to Him asking Him to 
bless this.or that of our own planning 
and design, when He wants us to be still 
and let Him speak to us of the things 
that are on His heart.

Some of us undoubtedly will have con- 
siderable free time during the summer 
months. At least we shall have a vaca- 
tion period. Perhaps some of the duties 
that have claimed our time and atten- 
tion.during the winter months will be 
less exacting during the warm weather. 
One of the things that will suggest itself 
to many of us is a summer camp or con- 
ference. What type camp or conference 
shall we choose? Will it be one that 
will provide only physical and mental 
recreation, or will there be a definite 
contribution to our Christian growth and 
progress? Will the speakers and leaders 
of the particular conference we have in 
mind be men and women who are true 
to the Word of God and to the funda- 
mentals of the Christian faith? Unfor- 
tunately, there are some summer con- 
ferences where seeds of Modernism and 
Liberalism are subtly, sowed in the hearts 
of young people —seed that will later 
grow and bear fruit in doubts concerning 
God’s Word, the deity of the Lord Jesus, 
and the reality of .the miracles, and the 
like. It will pay to seek the counsel of 
trusted Christian friends and to scan the 
pages of fundamental Christian period- 
icals for word concerning summer camps 
and conferences before you make your 
decision:

Perhaps you have realized during the 
winter months that you have not had 
opportunity for all the Bible study you 
might like to have. Summer months 
may afford you an excellent opportunity 
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to acquire a deeper knowledge of God’s 
Word.

Undoubtedly there will be some of 
us who may feel the necessity of taking 
jobs for the summer in order to earn 
money for next year’s education. What 
kind of a job will it be? Will it absorb 
all your free time? Will it interfere 
with your Christian observance of the 
Lord’s Day? Will it lead you into situa- 
tions and among companions that will 
be helpful, or will it create problems 
and difficulties that will hinder your 
Christian life? These are questions that 
need to be carefully considered, and 
weighed.

All of us need a certain amount of 
recreation during the summertime, but 
will the recreation we are planning be 
one that will recreate us physically and 
mentally and spiritually, or could our 
choice be better described by the term 
“wreck-reation”? Will our recreation 
time be with those who love and serve 
our Master, or will it be spent with those 
who care little for Him, and, whether 
we anticipate it or not, may draw us 
farther from Him than we are at the 
present moment? Will our recreation 
time be planned to include the morning 
watch for prayer and Bible reading, or 
will it be such that these must be pushed 
aside or curtailed?

The servants in the parable included 
in our Scripture lesson from Matthew 5 
were entrusted with certain talents. Each 
did not receive an equal amount, but 
each was expected to put his talents to 
use. You will notice that the Lord did 
not commend the servant who had re- 
ceived the greater number of talents for 
the larger gain. Rather he commended 
equally each one who had faithfully 
put to use the sum that had been en- 
trusted to him. Likewise, his condem- 
nation of the one who received one 
talent was not for the small gain, but 
because he had slothfully failed to use 
what had been entrusted to him. 

God has entrusted to each of us many 
hours and many opportunities in the 
months that are just ahead. Will we be 
rejoicing or sorrowful when the summer 
is ending and we consider what has been 
accomplished? We have the answer in 
our own hands, and we may have His 
“Well done!” if we are willing to trust 
Him day by day to work out His will 
in us and through us.

Every Pastor a Counselor. By Stanley 
E. Anderson. (Van Kampen Press, 222 
E. Willow St., Wheaton, IIl., $1.50.) Pa- 
ganism seems to motivate a good deal 
of psychiatry. Or, at best, a liberalized 
Christianity permeates the ideas and 
aims of many psychiatrists. Here is a 
brief work on counseling, written by a 
Bible-believing pastor with a truly 
Christian point of view. Personal prob- 
lems, and how to deal with them are 
discussed in nontechnical language on 
the basis of “What saith the Scriptures?” 
Christ is presented as the correction for 
every corruption, the cure for every 
calamity. 

“How to Prepare for Counseling,” 

“How to Analyze the Problem,” and 
“Precautions for Pastor-Counselors” are 
some of the chapters, and give indication 
of the treatment of the subject. In pro- 
posing the Christian phases of counsel- 
ing, the author states: “The pastor... 
should get God’s viewpoint concerning 
people with all of their weaknesses and 
needs. That viewpoint is a fatherly 
one; and it is superior to a ‘brotherly’ 
attitude. A father loves his children in 
spite of their faults, but a brother is 
not likely to evidence more love than 
he: gets.” 
_-As he reads, the pastor will be im- 
pressed with his own insufficiency. He 
will realize afresh, in view of the wis- 
dom and tact demanded by certain sit- 
uations he may meet, the truth of the 
Lord's words, “Without me ye can do 
nothing.” But the book will be of help 
to the sincere “under shepherd” who 
seeks to “minister to minds diseased.” 


Heirs Together. By W. Melville Cap- 
per, F.R.C.S.. and H. Morgan Williams, 
F.R.CS. (Inter-Varsity Christian Fellow- 
ship, 64 W. Randolph St., Chicago 1; 75 
cents, paper.) Marriage is discussed by 
two British doctors in this small volume 
(16 pp.) in a sane and thoroughly Chris- 
tian way. The authors call it “a Chris- 
tian approach to the privileges and re- 
sfonsibilities of sex” and take their title 
from 1 Peter 3:7, “Heirs together of the 
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grace of life.” One of the best books 
that this reviewer has seen on the sub- 
ject, it is restrained enough to be dig- 
nified, yet clear enough to be understood. 
Three considerations underlie the writers’ 
outlook: That (1) “a frank discussion of 
. . . Marriage” is not “out of place for 
Christians”; (2) marriage is an art, to 
be patiently acquired”; (3) that married 
partners should expect “to be lovers all 
their lives.” 

The eight principal chapters deal with 
such important subjects as “Deepening 
Friendships,” true love, decision, .God’s 
design in establishing marriage, dangers 
to be avoided, “Self-Discipline,” and 
“The Way of Freedom.” Sanctified com- 
mon sense runs throughout like a golden 
thread, and there is frequent reference 
to Scripture. Warnings are given that 
should make young people stop and think 
and keep them from certain pitfalls; on 
the other hand, the joys and privileges 
of marriage are so set forth as to make 
every happily married couple thank God 
for ordaining this union. Physiology is 
confined to two appendices, and the third 
is an exceptidnally fine discussion of the 
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Bonnie Brae Christian Camp, ‘ess *.""

Commentary on Daniel. Vol. I and Vol. 
II. By John Calvin. (Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $3.50 
each.) The author finds many practical 
applications to present-day: living in the 
experiences and predictions of the 
prophet of old. His views of a victori- 
ous walk amid pagan surroundings are 
stimulating and helpful. 

Calvin views the events predicted as 
having been fulfilled by the time of 
Christ’s resurrection. In Volume II, he 
is thus beset with many difficulties as 
he endeavors to fit historical details into 
Daniel’s schematization. The result is a 
rather distorted view of the coming of 
Christ and the Kingdom set up by Him 
thereafter. “God then is said to have come, 
when he put forth his power in sup- 
plying the needs of the Church, as by a 
common figure he is said to be at a 
distance from us, and to sleep or ‘to be 
reposing, when he does not shew him- 
self openly as our deliverer. So, on 
the other hand, he is said to come to 
us, when he openly proves his constant 
care of us. Under this figure Daniel 
now: says he beheld the appearance of 
God himself. The Ancient of Days then 
came. If we ask when, we have the 
reply at hand; it was immediately after 
the promulgation of the Gospel” (Vol. 
II, p. 58). 

One has the feeling that Calvin’s dif- 
ficulties would have been resolved if he 
had understood the Kingdom as consti- 
tuted on the earth after a physical ap- 
pearance, 

An excellent review of opinions con- 
cerning Daniel has been included in the 
extended introduction by the translator. 
The second volume contains the usual 
indices, 

Farrar’s Life of Christ. Condensed and 
Edited by Theodore W. Engstrom. (Zon- 
dervan Pub. House, Grand Rapids 2, 
Mich., $2.50.) It is said that Dean Fred- 
eric William Farrar won distinction in 
all of the many positions held by him 
during the latter half of the nineteenth 
century. This is certainly the case in 
his writing one of the best biographies 
of our Lord since the four accounts given 
by inspiration. One who loves his Sav- 
iour can scarcely lay down this fascinat- 
ing account of His earthly career until 
the last page is reached. He feels his 
heart burn within him in a new knowl- 
edge of his Lord. Perhaps the author's 
vivid style accounts for some of this 
charm. Or perhaps it is because one is 
reading an accurate account of the geog- 
raphy, history, and customs of the land

and people of first century Palestine. 
But, no doubt, the greatest value of 
this life of Christ is because the writer 
was a devout and earnest believer who 
knew how to express his thoughts. He 
enables us to see anew the deep humilia- 
tion of our Lord from the manger of 
Bethlehem to the cross of Calvary. As 
we read these pages we seem to be 
traveling with the Twelve over the hills 
of Galilee and Judea as they followed 
their Lord. Dean Farrar expresses his 
purpose in this way, “Let us, in imagina- 
tion, stand aside and see Him pass, and 
so, with all humility and reverence, set 
before us as vividly as we can what 
manner of man He was.” 


This new edition of Farrar’s Life of 
Christ has been condensed and edited 
by Theodore W. Engstrom, editor-in- 
chief of Christian Digest. It is a volume 
of 236 pages containing only the high- 
lights of the original work. But it is 
so edited as to give an almost continu- 
ous account of the known facts of our 
Lord’s life. It is to be hoped that 
preachers, teachers, and all Christians 
who desire to serve will get this volume. 
The reading of it will make you a more 
devout believer as you see what your 
Saviour did for you. 


Annie Johnson Flint Poems. Vol. II. 
Foreword by J. H. Hunter. (Evangelical 
Publishers, Toronto 1, Can., $1.50.) The 
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writings of Annie Johnson Flint have 
been known and loved household treas- 
ures for many years. In this second 
volume are gathered together more than 
one hundred of her lesser known works, 
There is a brief sketch of her life— 
writing rhymes at nine years of age, 
setting them to music at twelve, then 
crippled with arthritis at twenty, thence- 
forth giving herself wholeheartedly to 
the ministry of writing verse that has 
helped and blessed thousands the world 
around. The first poem, “Shut In,” and 
another, “Nevertheless Afterward,” seem 
as truly pictures of this lovely character 
as is the pen portrait with which the 
book begins. Her work throughout 
breathes a spirit of faith and hope and 
love, comfort for the sorrowing, strength 
for the tried and afflicted, outpourings 
of praise, worship, and trust suitable for 
the Christian in every experience of life. 
There are a few longer poems dealing 
with deep and rich Bible themes, or 
with phenomena of nature, and revealing 
little verses of personal experience, such 
as, “The House of Sleep,” or, “God's 
Thoughts and Mine.” It is an enjoyable 
devotional book for the lover of Chris- 
tian verse. 


False Witnesses. By Donald F. Ackland. 
(May be obtained from the author, P.O, 
Box 2307, Longview, Tex., 20 cents, post- 
paid.) Here is a twenty-page exposure 
of the errors propagated by a sect that 
has been causing much trouble among 
Christians and leading the unsaved 
astray.
